Man inspired by IS lights bomb 
in packed NYC subway corridor 


Makeshift device wounds suspect; ‘Trump says immigration policy needs to be changed

NEW YORK — A would-be 
suicide bomber inspired by 
Islamic State extremists 
strapped on a crude pipe bomb, 
slipped unnoticed into the na- 
tion’s busiest subway system 
and set the device off at rush 


hour Monday morning. 

In the end, the only serious 
wounds were to the suspect 
identified as Akayed Ullah, a 27- 
year-old Bangladeshi immi- 
grant and former cab driver. But 
the attack sent terrified com- 
muters fleeing through a smoky 
passageway, bringing the heart 
of Midtown to a standstill as 


hundreds of police officers con- 
verged on Times Square and the 
surrounding streets. 

“This was an attempted ter- 
rorist attack,” Democratic 
Mayor Bill de Blasio said. 
“Thank God the perpetrator did 
not achieve his ultimate goals.” 

The suspect had looked at IS 
propaganda online and told in- 


vestigators he acted alone in re- 
taliation for U.S. military ag- 
gression, law enforcement offi- 
cials said. He chose the heart of 
Manhattan’s busiest subway 
corridor as the location for his 
bungled attack because of its 
Christmas-themed posters,

HARRISBURG — Pennsylva- 
nia’s congressional map is so 
skewed toward Republicans that 
computer software tasked with 
randomly drawing maps pro- 
duced hundreds of drawings that 
were more politically neutral, ac- 
cording to testimony Monday on 
the opening day of a state gerry- 
mandering trial. 

“Partisan intent predominated 
the drawing” of the current con- 
gressional map, said University 
of Michigan political science pro- 
fessor Jowei Chen, an expert wit- 
ness testifying for the group of 
Pennsylvania voters bringing the 
challenge.

Republicans have won 13 of the 
state’s 18 seats in the House of 
Representatives since the map 
was adopted in 2011, even as votes 
in statewide and national elec- 
tions have been roughly split be- 
tween Democrats and Republi- 
cans. 

Mr. Chen said his software had 
generated 500 maps on what he 
called “traditional redistricting 
principles,” which included keep- 
ing populations equal across dis-
